8.R.O. T23.— In exercise of the powers -conferred by- -the -proviso to- article 30A 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Deputy Director (Contracts), in the Controller 
General, Defence Production Headquarters Organisation, namely: — 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Controller General Defence 
Production Headquarters Organisation, Deputy Director (Contracts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1903. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post of Deputy Director (Contracts) 
in the Controller General, Defence Production Headquarters Organisation. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay.— The number and classification of 
the post aforesaid and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment for the post and the age limit, qualifications and other matters 
connected therewith, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 12 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the post; and 

(b) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provision of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons,

CANTONMENT REGULATION BYE-LAWS 
New Delhi , the 25 th March 1963 

S.R.O. 180. — The following bye-laws for regulating the construction of 
pavements and culverts within the limits of Ajmer Cantonment made by the 
Cantonment Board, Ajmer, in exorcise of the powers conferred by clause (28) of 
section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, (2 of 1924) , are hereby 
published for general information, the same having been previously published, 
and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as required 
by sub-section (1) of section 284, of tire said Act, namely: — 

Bye-Laws for Emulating the Construction of Pavements and Culverts 
within the Limits of Ajmer Cantonment 

1. These byelaws may be called the Ajmer Cantonment (construction of pave- 
ments and culverts) Bye-laws, 1963. 

2. Every person who Intend to erect or re- erect pavements or culverts in 
relation to his house shall give notice in writing of his intention to the execu- 
tive Officer. 

3. The owner of the house shall under-take the construction of the pavement 
or culvert only after obtaining the sanction of the Cantonment Board, 

4. The pavement or culvert shall be so constructed as to comply strictly 
with rules, bye-laws and the directions of the Cantonment Board. 

5. The pavement or culvert shall be used for ingress to and egress from the 
house and shall not be used for any other purpose. 

6. The owner of the house shall, at all times and at his own expense maintain 
the pavement or culvert in a proper state of repair to the satisfaction of the 
Cantonment Board. 

7. Any pavement or culvert allowed to be constructed on land not belonging 
to or not held on lease by the owner of the house, shall after construction be 
handed over to the Board. The responsibility for the proper maintenance and 
up keep of the pavement or culvert, as the ease may be, shall, however continue 
to be that of the owner. 
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8. The pavement or culvert shall not be added to or altered except with the 

? >rior sancuon in writing of the Cantonment Hoard, or unoer the uucciiona irom 
ho Board, 'the expenses ior such addition and alteration shaii be Dome by the 
owner o f the house. 

9, If the owner of the house makes any default in carrying out the work in 
relation to a pavement or culvert as directed by tne Cantonment Boaxu or iwgiecrs 
to maintain tne same in a proper state of repair, the work may be carrieu out 
by the Cantonment Board. Ail expenses incurred in carrying out such work 
shall be recoverable from the owner of the house as if it were an arrear of tax. 

10. The pavement or culvert shall be removed by the owner of the house at 
his own cost, should the Cantonment Board require nlm so to do, and in such an 
event the owner of the house shall not be entitled to claim any compensation 
whatsoever. 

11. Where the land on which the pavement or culvert is to be constructed 
docs not belong to the owner of the house, the sanction of the Cantonment Board 
for such construction shall not be deemed to confer on the owner any right, claim 
or title whatsoever, to such land. 

12. A contravention of any of the provisions of the above bye-laws shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to rupees one hundred and in the case 
of continuing contravention with an additional fine which may extend to ten 
rupees for every day during which such contravention continues after convic- 
tion for the first such contravention.

Byelaws 

L Definition*.— For the purpose of these bey claws— 

fa) "stable" means any house, shed, building, or room In a house, shed or 
building in which, horses, ponies, mulea or donkeys, are lodged or 
fed; 

(b) "cow house” means a house shed or building or room in a house, 
shed or building in which horned cattle are lodged and fed. 

* Anv person who keeps within the Cantonment any horse, cow, buffalo, goat 
aT anv cattle whether for trade or for private use, shall intimate to the 
Officer the number and class of animals so kept by him within a fortnight from 
of ttie publication of these bye-laws, or from the date on winch th. 
animal came into his possession, whichever is later. 

i. No room, shed, courtyard, or premises shall be used « a i stable or cowshed 
TBnless it provides at least forty square feet of floor area per animal. 

4. The premises used as stable or cowhouse shall fulfill the following sanitary 
fpquirements, namely: — 

(a) It must be well ventilated; 

(b) The floor should be auch as can be easily kept clean; 

q~ho Vppnpr shall dally clean or wash with water the floor of the pre- 

<C) mi ^nd Bhell dr aln tdl wash water and other offensive liquid 
Setter tato p of a proper and regular drain 
connected thereto; 
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(d) No dung, Utter or offensive matter shall be kept 'in such a manner or 
situation as to pollute any drinking water or cause the breeding of 
flies. 

5. On the occurrence or suspected occurrence of any infectious di ae— > 
amongst the cattle or animal kept in the Cantonment, the keeper shall immedia- 
tely segregate the animal or cattle affected or suspected to be affected, and maka 
suitable arrangements for its veterinary treatment. 

6. The keeper shall carry out all instructions issued by the Executive Officer 
or any other officer duly authorised by the Board to prevent suspected diseaae 
from spreading amongst his other cattle or amongst cattle in the Cantonment. 

7. The Board mav prohibit the herding or stabling of a herd of cattle within 
clone proxinvtv of any residential auarters, school hospital or In any open areas, 
A herd for this purpose shall consist of not less than six animals, 

8. The Cantonment Board mav allot areas in the Cantonment for the owner* 
of h»^ds of cattle to make cow dung cakes on such conditions as it may consid** 
suitable. 

9. No owner of milch cattle shall feed such cattle on filth, litter or foddot 
unfit for consumption, or Ukely to spread or cause disease among the cattle. 

10. Any person who commits a breach of any of the byelaws shall, on con- 
viction bv a Mscistrate, he punishable with fine which mav extend to fifty 
rupees and in the cai" of continuing breach with an additional fine which may 
extend to five rtmeos for everv day during which such breach continues after th* 
conviction fcr the first such breach.
